Congress Knocks Out 
Annoying Seat Belt Buzzers 
WASHINGTON (UPI) — Owners of late model cars 
may soon be able to put their dogs and grocery bags on the 
front seat and still start the engine if President Ford signs 
the auto safety bill passed by Congress, 
By voice, vote, the House Tuesday sent Ford a Senate- 
passed bill outlawing seat belt interlock systems, which 
prevent ignition until the belts are fastened. 
The bill also prevents future installation of continuous 
buzzer systems warning drivers that belts are unfastened. 
The legislation came as a result of complaints by new 
car owners that any weight on the passenger side of the 
front seat would activate the safety systems and make it 
impossible to start the car. 
If the bill is signed, dealers and manufacturers would be 
allowed to disconnect interlocks already installed. The 
mly device that could be' required to tell a driver 'the seat 
belt is not locked would be a dashboard light. 
Air bags and other passive restraint systems would 
not be specifically prohibited by the bill, but any new 
requirements by the Department of Transportation will 
be subject to approval by Congress.

INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) - 
Hoosier Republicans, fighting a 
feeling this has not been their 
year, welcome President Ford 
this evening for the certainty of 
his fund-raising help and the 
possibility of a morale boost. 
Indianapolis Mayor Richard 
G. Lugar, the GOP challenger 
to Sen. Birch Bayh, D-Ind., in 
the top 1974 election race, is

WASHINGTON (UPI) — The Supreme Court today 
refused to order a jury trial to decide whether black actor 
Stepin Fetchit was defamed when a television 
documentary said he portrayed “The tradition of the lazy, 
stupid, crap-áhooting, chicken stealing idiot.” 
Fetchit, who sued under his real name of Lincoln 
Theodore Perry , 72, said he was entitled to a full jury trial 
to air his complaint that the documentary was “baseless 
commentary” holding him “up to hatred, contempt or 
ridicule” and thereby destroying his entire career. 
The black actor sued CBS, the Xerox Corp., which 
sponsored the broadcast on black history, and WISH 
television, Indianapolis, Ind., which broadcast the 
documentary where he had a business address. 
U.S. District Judge William E. Sleekier dismissed the' 
complaint,, ruling; that Fetchit was a public figure through 
his movies and subject to broadcast comment. Sleekier 
said his privacy was not invaded and that the remarks 
broadcast were directed only at his role as Fetchit and not 
as Perry personally in private life. 
The 7th U.S. Court of Appeals upheld Steckler’s 
ruling. 
CBS broadcast the documentary “Black History: 
Lost, Stolen or Strayed” on July 16 and July 23, 1968. 
During a portion about black roles in movies, narrator 
Bill Cosby discussed black actors of the 1930s such as Bert 
Williams, Bill “Bojangles” Robinson, Willie Best and 
Fetchit. 
“The tradition of the lazy, stupid, crap-shooting, 
chicken stealing idiot was popularized by an actor named 
Lincoln Theodore Monroe Andrew Perry. The cat made $2 
million in five years in the middle thirties. And everyone 
who ever saw a movie laughed at Stepin Fetchit,” Cosby 
said. 
“It’s too bad he was as good at it as he was. The 
chafacter he played was planted in a lot erf people’s heads 
and they remember it the rest of 'their lives as dear as an 
auto accident.” 


Farmers Slay Calves 
In Protest On Market 
By United, Press International 
.Angry Wisconsin farmers 
drove their trucks to a huge 
trench at Curtiss, Wis., Tues­ 
day, unloaded their calves, then 
shot the young animals or slit 
their throats to protest skyrock­ 
eting feed costs and low 
livestock prices. 
The carcasses of more than 
656 calves and 15 pigs were left 
to rot in, the trench. 
A spokesman for the Wiscon­ 
sin chapter of the National 
Farmers Organization said the 
group had considered making 
the meat available to packing 
houses as donations for the 
poor, but the packing houses 
said they did not have time to 
handle it. 
lr. a similar action conducted 
near Wisconsin .Rapids, Wis.,, 18 
calves were slaughtered. 
The actions came just hours 
before President Ford, in an 
address to the Future Farmers 
of America at Kansas City, 


reiterated his call for increased 
farm production and. reduced 
waste to combat inflation. 
While farmers and ranchers 
elsewhere —notably in Texas 
and Oklahoma —have threat­ 
ened similar mass cattle 
slaughters in symbolic retalia­ 
tion for declining cattle prices, 
the Wisconsin stockmen were 
the first to act. 
One by one, they drove trucks 
up to the trench. Some shot the 
calves, which ranged in age 
from two days to two weeks, in 
the head. Others slit the 
animals' throats, butcher style. 
Some 300 farmers, newsmen 
and other onlookers watched 
the slaughter. 


Cattlemen at Cans, Okla., 
voted to slaughter 'their live­ 
stock if “all other solutions 
fail.” They said they would also 
send a load of cattle to the

Supreme Court Makes Historic Ruling On Pretrial Evidence 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) - 
The Indiana Supreme Court, 
following the lead of the federal 
judicial system and two other 
states, Tuesday made pre-trial 
discovery a two-way street 
benefitting both defendant and 
prosecutor. 
The state’s highest court 
opened the way for a trial 
judge in a criminal case to 
require that much information 
that previously was kept secret 
by either or both sides until 
produced in the course of the 
trial be made available in 
advance, including certain 
.fraud jury testimony heretofore 
iept secret . 
Chief Justice 
Norman F. 
Irterburn, who wrote the 4-1 
jpinion, said “this is a 
andmark decision, putting In- 
iiana in the forefront of 


improvement of criminal 
procedure. Only Illinois, Arizo­ 
na and the Federal Court 
system have gone as far in 
open discovery in criminal 
procedure by both sides.” 
The specific case utilized by 
the Suprem.e Court in expand­ 
ing the amount of information 
either 
the 
state 
or 
the 
defendant could be required to 
produce in advance of the trial 
came in proceedings pending in 
Marion County Criminal Court 
4 against Otis E. Keller, also 
known as Otis Kelly, who is 
charged with rape. 
Judge John B Wilson, Jr., 
the trial, judge, had ordered the 
usual list of names and last 
known addresses of potential 
witnesses and their statements, 
he also ordered a transcript of 
the grand jury minutes contain­ 


ing testimony of persons whom 
the prosecuting attorney in­ 
tends to call as witnesses, 
reports or statements of ex­ 
perts to be called including 
results of physical or mental 
examinations and of other 
scientific tests, documents and 
photographs or other tangible 
obits to be used in the trial and 
records of prior 
criminal 
convictions that might be used 
for impeachment of witnesses. 
For the purpose of this 
original action, both Marion 
County Prosecuting Attorney 
Noble R. Pearcy and Keller- 
Keliy petitioned for writs which 
were denied by the Supreme 
Court, leaving the way open for 
criminal trial courts throughout 
the state to expand pre-trial 
discovery—within constitution­ 
al limits. It could make 


available in advance crucial 
information that might be 
sprung upon the other side as a 
surprise and cause continu­ 
ances and other delays. 
“The idea of a trial as a 
sport or game is not only a 
.reflection 
on the judicial 
process but it is wasteful of 
human intelligence and tech­ 
nique,” Arterburn wrote. “The 
provisions for full disclosure on 
behalf of both the state and the 
defendant are not something 
new. Beginning in 1964, the 
American Bar Association has 
drafted standards for criminal 
discovery which have an, even 
greater scope than, 
those 
presented in this case.” 
“Pre-trial discovery to the 
extent required in the case 
before us does not elidgate the 
proof beyond a reasonable 


doubt standard nor does it shift 
the burden of proof,” the 
Supreme Court said. “Pre-trial 
discovery merely regulates the 
timing of the disclosures. 
Absent pre-trial discovery, a 
defendant can spring a surprise 
defense and. witnesses the 
state’s only recourse is to seek 
a continuance in order to meet 
this defense. The discovery 
procedure simply says that if a 
defendant chooses to employ a 
certain defense, perhaps one 
that admits elements of the 
crime, the state will not be 
surprised; the trial will not be 
delayed.” 
The opinion noted that pre- 
trial discovery in Indiana 
normally has worked more to 
the advantage of the defendant 
than the prosecutor but that the 


landmark decision will Denem 
both. One of the arguments 
against requiring defendants to 
disclose certain information in 
advance would be a violation of 
his Fifth Amendment constitu­ 
tional rights against self- 
incrimination,. 


To this, Arterburn wrote: “It 
is well-established that the 
state has a right to fingerprint 
the defendant, to photograph 
him, to examine him physical­ 
ly, to take samples of blood, 
hair and other like materials 
from his body, and to secure 
samples of his handwriting. It 
can scarcely be argued that to 
ask for a list of witnesses he 
expects to produce at the trial 
is an invasion of his constitu­ 
tional right against self-incrimi­ 
nation. 
These 
discovery 


requirements leave to the 
defendant, who will have the 
benefit of reciprocal discovery 
from the state, the ultimate 
choice of whether to risk 
self incrimination.” 


“The same rationale applies 
to the contention that the 
compelled production of memo­ 
randa, books, papers, docu­ 
ments, photographs or tangible 
objects, medical and scientific 
reports, or reports or state­ 
ments by experts which the 
defense intends to use at trial is 
a violation of the privilege 
a ga i nst self -incrimination, ’ ’ the 
opinion states. 


“The Rey to the entire 
principle of discovery in crimi­ 
nal cases is that of reciprocity. 


the balancing of the right to 
discovery on both sides,” the 
opinion said. “If any statute 
should deny or fail to provide 
for full discovery within consti­ 
tutional safeguards, the trial 
court may balance the discov­ 
ery procedure regardless of any 
omission or prohibition in the 
statute.” 


Marion County Deputy Prose­ 
cuting Attorney 
David B. 
Hughes, who was working on 
the case involved in the 
landmark decision, said “we 
feel this is beneficial to both 
sides. Discovery should be' a 
two-way street. A criminal, 
proceeding, as a civil procee­ 
ding, is a search for the truth 
of the matter. This should hold 
a judge and-or jury to find out 
what the truth is ”

Ford Dislikes Part Of Reform Rill 


WASHINGTON <UPI) — President Ford says that he 
put aside reservations about public financing and un­ 
specified constitutional violations to sign a sweeping 
campaign reform bill designed to end big money influence 
in politics, “There certain periods in our nation's history 
when it becomes necessary to face up to certain un­ 
pleasant truths “The upleasant truth is that big money 
influence has come to play an unseeming role in our 
electoral process This bill will help to right that wrong.” 
His reservations centered on public 
financing of 
presidential campaigns and political conventions. 


Washington Square Mail To Open 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI* — The Washington Square 
Mall, the Indianapolis area’s third enclosed shopping 
center, will open its doors to the public Thursday with two 
department stores-Avres and

WASHINGTON i U PI) — The Supreme Court Tuesday 
agreed that two rock music festival promoters failed to 
prove their claims of financial distress and thus could be 
subject to jail terms for contempt The state court also 
upheld a portion of the damages levied against the 
promoters by a Posey County, Ind., court. Smith and 
Duncan promoted the controversial Bull Island rock 
music festival over the 1972 Labor Day weekend. Bull 
Island is in the Wabash River between Southern Indiana 
and Southern Illinois. 


Reagan Might Be Third Party Head 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) — Republican Gov. Ronald 
Reagan, who switched political parties in 1962, isn't ruling 
out the possibility of becoming a third party presidential 
candidate in 1976. Reagan suggested at a news conference 
Tuesday the political climate may be right for creation of 
a third m ajor party because of public disaffection with 
Republicans and Democrats, The governor, who will 
leave office in January, also indicated he would not 
hesitate to join a third party movement if he felt the new 
party had a better chance of carrying out his conservative 
principles 


Rockefeller Seeks Another Round 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Nelson A Rockefeller has 
asked the Senate Rules Committee to reopen hearings so 
he can explain two subjects that threaten his vice 
presidential nomination Senate Rules Chairman Howard 
W . Cannon. D-Nev , said he would decide today if hearings 
would reopen this week Rockefeller complained he was 
being tried in the press’’ because of disclosures he gave 
$2 million, in gifts, and loans to close associates, and that 
this brother Laura nee financed a book derogatory' to 
Arthur Goldberg, the Democratic candidate for governor 
of New York in 1970'. 


National Guard Mobilized In Boston

Ford Loses One, Wins Another 


WASHINGTON' (UPI* — The railroad retirement 
bill was passed over a presidential veto Tuesday by the 
second greatest margin in history, 360-12. Earlier 
Tuesday, the House sustanined Ford's veto of a funding 
resolution which would cut off military aid to Turkey The 
Senate in its turn was expected to vote overwhelmingly to 
override the railroad veto today over Ford’s objections 
that it would be too expensive.

For such a plan, do the 
following: 
• Make a list of goals and 
priorities for your family. Put 
down all the things you want 
and need. Include short-range 
items like a brief vacation or 
re-upholstering Dad’s favorite 
chair. Also list distant goals, 
like money for college, wed­ 
dings, or retirement. 
Establish 
specific 
dollar 
amounts for each item and set 
up 
a 
time 'Schedule. 
Then 
decide which of these goals 
comes first.

after deducting income taxes 
and social security payments. 
This diould include salary or 
wages, tips, business income, 
interest from savings accounts, 
and dividends.

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BICENTENNIAL FOR JOHNNY APPLESEED? 


Some American folk heroes might not be too popular 
if 'they were around 'today. Paul Buoy an, for example, 
might be called a clear cutter. Daniel Boone a 
discriminator against Indians, and Buffalo Bill an enemy 
of endangered wildlife It’s not likely that any con­ 
temporary movement would ask them to serve as a 
symbol for the' cause. 


One possible exception is Johnny Appleseed, born 
John Chapman 200 years ago in Leominster, Mass., on 
•Sept., 26, 1774. If he were resurrected, Johnny Appleseed 
might well be embraced by environmentalists, garden 
clubbers, defenders of animals and religious fun­ 
damentalists alike. Best known for spreading apple or­ 
chards acrross the frontier, he also planted and used 
medicinal herbs, protected, many kinds of wildlife, .and 
preached from the Bible. While other men were staking 
claims to great blocks of land or exploiting natural 
resources to make their fortunes, Chapman lived simply 
and altruistically, winning a wide reputation as a kind of 
border saint. 


Not much is known of Chapman’s boyhood, but 
shortly before 1800 he appeared in western Pennsylvania 
carrying backpacks filled with apple seeds and began 
planting strings of apple nurseries. In advance' of many 
settlers, he ventured westward into Ohio and Indiana and 
continued sowing the seeds in every clearing he en­ 
countered. 


One famous tale about Chapman concerns the frontier 
minister who demanded from his pulpit, ’’Where is the 
man who, like the primitive Christian, walks toward 
heaven barefoot and clad in sackcloth” Chapman, 
wearing ragged cut-off trousers, a shirt made of rough 
sacking with holes cut for his head and arms, and a tin 
mush pan for a hat, stepped forward saying, ’’Here is a 
primitive Christian.” Other tales quickly spread about 
him — of his quixotic kindness to' animate, even insects 
and snakes that bit him; of his faith in the healing power 
of various herbs; and of his wide travels to administer 
horticultural aid to apple orchards or to exchange apple 
saplings for old clothes or promissory notes, which he 
never collected. By such exploits, Johnny Appleseed 
earned a warm and affectionate place in American 
folklore.

October is the second most 
dangerous month to be on 
Indiana roads with Saturday 
evening the most dangerous 
time. 
The Department of Traffic 
Safety just released a statistical 
analysis of 1973 traffic ac­ 
cidenta, compiled into a. .36 page 
book based on information 
provided by the Indiana State 
Police. For the first time this 
year data, on bicycle and 
motorcycle registrations and 
accidents is included in the 
material, some of which is 
surprising. Always a year 
behind, the 1973 facts do not 
reflect the betten safety record 
under the new 55 mile per hour 
speed limit, improving with the 
steady flow of traffic all moving 
at relatively the same speed. 
December was the safest 
month last year, registering 92 
deaths, with June the moat 
'dangerous, killing 1.77' victims. 
Rural deaths have increased 
every year since 1960, while 
urban highway deaths have 
decreased steadily since 1970. 
Urban collisions which, did not 
result in death were about twice 
as frequent as rural accidents. 
Twice as many accidents 
occur in urban areas, but four 
times as many deaths are in­ 
volved in the rural mishaps. 
Passenger cars recorded over 
half of the fatalities and were 
involved in about eight, times 'the1 
number of accidents as all other 
vehicles combined. Dry roads 
were the scene of over half of 
the fatalities and 80 per cent of 
all. accidents. 
Areas within twenty-five 
miles of home recorded 81 per 
cent of all collisions and 61 per 
cent of all fatalities. A good 
argument against passage of no­ 
fault insurance is contained in 
the statistics. Advocates claim 
such legislation would reduce 
premiums by eliminating most 
legal fees and court costs. 
Presently, most automobile 
policies do not pay death 
benefits on single car accidents . 
In 1973, 77 per cent of all ac­ 
cidents involved two cars. 
However, nearly half of the 
deaths involved the 23 per cent 
of the accidents, involving only 
one vehicle. Based on the past 
record, no-fault would double 
the number of death payments 
required in Indiana. 
Japanese 
imports 
are 
credited with the 450 per cent 
increase in Hoosier motorcycle 
registrations over the past If 
years, an annual increase of 11.5 
per cent in 1973. Fatal accidents 
increased 30 per cent in 1973 
while motorcycles had 25 per 


cent more personal injury ac­ 
cidents than in 1972. The 15 to 24 
year old age group owned only 
37 per cent of the cycles, but 
were responsible for 58 per cent 
of the serious accidents. 
Based upon data provided by 
the 
Bicycle 
Institute 
of 
America, Hoosiers own more 
than two million bicycles, an 
average of two per family. 
Bicycling is considered second 
only to swimming and ahead, of 
fishing and. camping as. the most 
popular participant 
sport. 
Americans own some 100 
million bicycles, with 15 million 
¡sold last year, with 60 per cent 
purchased by adults. 
When it comes to energy 
conservation considerations, we 
should consider the pollution 
free cholesterol burner. A 
bicycle is the moat efficient 
means 
of 
transportation 
existing. Less energy per mile 
'traveled and weight carried is 
expended 
than 
by 
an 
automobile, airplane, horse, or 
even a sea gull. 
Accident and fatality records 
in 'the stole reflect 'the increased 
popularity of two-wheelers. 
Some 39 people were killed in 
1972, while another 1,796 were 
injured compared to 1,420 the 
previous year. 
Indiana had 3.79 million 
licensed drivers using 3.31 
million registered vehicles 
traveling over 38 billion mi.es. on 
91,200 miles of streets roads and 
highways in 1973. Accidents 
resulted in $600 million in lost 
wages, medical expenses and 
property damage. 
Alcohol and speed vied/for 
top billing as the cause of most 
automobile accidents in the 
state, both preventable. 
A West German accessory 
manufacturer took two identical 
cars fitted with specjaí in­ 
strumento to register every 
detoi, and started them on a 
1,000 mile trip. One driver, 
making the beat time possible, 
passed 2,004 cars aid was 
passed by only 13, braking 1,339 
times. He finished 31 minutes 
ahead of the second driver, 
instructed to obey speed limits 
and avoid risk as he moved with 
the traffic flow. 
The slower driver by 31 
minutes, only braked’652 times, 
less then half the wear and tear 
on equipment, He passed 645 
times, and was passed by 142 
faster cars.

Nag Your Husband 
Thus good nutrition has a lot 
going for it. It wouldn’t all be 
that bad if you nagged your 
husband about it once in a while. 
Ask him what he had at that 
restaurant last night. An if he 
'didn’t have portions' from, the 
four food groups, explain to him 
how relatively easy it is to order 
adequate foods from a menu. 
Certainly, there is great 
variety in the meat-fioh-poultry- 
eggs group* of foods. You just 
can’t miss, in any decent 
restaurant. And there is no 
reason for you to eat portions 
overloaded with calories. Leave 
some on the plate if necessary. 
Vegetables and fruits (some 
of each) are very important and 
easily included .in, the meal. So 
are breads and cereals. And 
something from the milk group. 
Milk and foods made from it are 
not baby foods. They are for 
people of all ages, especially as 
the major source of calcium in 
our food supply.

with a little more work they 
could help solve the world’s 
food problems. 
Food 
scientists 
have

searched for new sources of low 
cost protein, lacking in much of 
the 
w o rld ’s 
diet. 
A 
new 


publication of the Department 
of Agriculture, the Farm Index, 
describes some of the possi- 
bilites. 
For the bulk of the world’s 
population, cereal grains are 
the m ajor source of both food 
energy and protein, but the 
protein they provide is incom­ 
plete. 
The 
article 
suggests 
that 
fortifying cereals with protein 
sources containing the missing 


amino acids or adding the 
amino acids themselves could 
be 
a 
feasible 
m ethod 
of 
improving a large number of 
protein deficient diets. 
The big problem of doing this 
on a wide scale is cost. The 
price of the fortified product, 
although cheaper than anim al 
protein foods, is still too high 
for 
many 
low-income 
con­ 
sumers. 
Hence, researchers are look­ 
ing to the plant kingdom for 
major sources of protein-rich 
food supplements. 
Some 
of 
these 
from 
the 
oilseed family are soy, cotton­ 


seed and peanut flour, soy 
protein concentrates and bever­ 
ages such as soymilk that can 
be used as milk substitutes for 
infants. 


Others are textured protein 
products that can simulate the 
flavor, texture and shape of 
meats, ¡seafood, nuts, fruits and 
vegetables. 


The m ajor roadblock 
is 
consumer acceptance. 
No m atter how nutritious, 
inexpensive 
and 
convenient, 
new products will be useless if 
people are unwilling to eat 
them.

Physics Nobel Peace Prize 


STOCKHOLM (U PI) - Brit­ 
ish radio astronom ers Martin 
Ryle and Anthony Hewish today 
were awarded the 1974 Nobel 
Prize for physics, the Swedish 
Academy of Sciences announ­ 
ced. 


Both men are professors at 
Cavendish Laboratory of Cam­ 
bridge University in England. 
They were honored for tneir 
pioneering 
work 
in 
radio 
astrophysics. 
Ryle, 
56, 
was 
specifically 
cited for “his observations and 


inventions, in particular of the 
aperture-synthesis technique. ” 
Hewish, 
50, 
received 
his 
award for “his decisive role in 
the discovery of pulsars.” 


The first four $123,000 Nobels 
awarded this year were shared 
and 
two 
of 
them 
—the 
literature and peace prizes — 
stirred international controver­ 
sy.

Physician Workload Gains 
20 Per Cent In Ten Years 


CHICAGO (U PI) - Nearly 20 
per cent more physicians are 
engaged today in direct patient 
care 
than 
10 
y ears 
ago, 
according to figures released 
by 
the 
A m erican 
M edical 
Association. 


The figures, contained in a 
thick 
report 
on 
physician 
distribution, show 86 4 per cent 
of the nation’s 
288,424 non- 
federal physicians are located 
in metropolitan areas. 


This, according to the AMA, 
to one non-federal physician for 
every 629 civilians in the United 
States. 


The report, which reflects the 
physician count at the begin­ 
ning of 1974, makes no attempt 
to m easure the adequacy of 
physician 
distribution. 
“No 
commonly accepted standard 
exists 
that 
can 
be 
applied 
nationally for such an evalua­ 
tion,” the AMA said. 
The tables show a national 
rate of 159 non-federal physi­ 
cians for every 100,000 civilians. 


New York had the highest rale 
among the states, 195 physi­ 
cians per 100,000 population, but 
it 
was 
even 
higher 
in 
the 
District of Columbia—339. 


The figures show a continua­ 
tion during the past 10 years of 
the trend toward specialization, 
with the num ber of g eneral 
practitioners declining by 26.6 
per 
cent. 
The 
number 
of 
specialists increased 43.7 per 
cent. 


Of the 388,379 physicians in 
the United States. 36.8 per cent 
are in general practice, internal 
medicine or general surgery. 
General practice still had the 
highest proportion of all catego­ 
ries. 14.7 per cent, but in 1931 
the proportion was 75.7 per cent 
and in 1949 53.5 per cent.

is the total of 
women 
physicians. The number has 
increased 76.5 per cent in 10 
years.

to the ABC case in the course

drug prices, also under legal 
attack as a price-inflater. 


“ It is a rule or regulation 
that has been duly passed, not 
like another situation you are 
aware of,” Bowen said on the 
program .

Q. What are triglycerides? 
A. Loosely speaking, triglyc­ 
eride is another word for fat. 
The fat in our foods and in our 
bodies is primarily a mixture of 
a variety of triglycerides. Dur­ 
ing digestion, 
food 
fats are 
broken down into their compo­ 
nent parts which can then be 
recombined to form the triglyc­ 
erides characteristic of our bod­ 
ies, The body also synthesizes 
fat from carbohydrates espe­ 
cially when caloric intake is 
higher than calorie expenditure. 
Several hours after a meal that 
contains fat, the 
triglyceride 
level in the blood normally 
rises and then gradually drops. 
In some individuals, however, 
the blood triglyceride level is 
continuously high. This tend­ 
ency may be inherited and is 
sometimes 
linked to obesity, 
diabetes, and coronary heart 
disease. C o n tin u o u sly high 
blood triglyceride levels are 
most likely to occur with a high 
calorie diet that is rich in carbo­ 
hydrates but low 
in fats. 
Ironically, a diet that is mod­ 
erately high in fat but restricted 
in total calories is used to treat 
a continuously high triglyceride 
level in the blood.

Towels are more fun to buy 
since they exploded Into color 
and design. We choose them 
to be compatible with bath­ 
room decor, In colors from 
pastel to sizzling, in florals 
and geometries or populated 
with assorted fauna. We can 
opt for textures from velvet 
smooth to crunchy crisp, have 
them sculptured, fringed, bor­ 
dered.

towel strength. A well con­ 
structed ground weave shows

regular 
pattern of

points of light when you hold 
it up to the light. 
The surface loops. The more 
loops the better the drying 
power. But watch 
out 
for 
loops that are too long; they 
tend to snag and pull. Loops 
made of large yarns are more 
absorbent than small-yarned 
loops. Even the twist affects 
absorbency; 
loosely 
twisted 
yarns 
are 
more 
absorbent 
than the tightly twisted vari­ 
ety which make the texture 
crisper but less absorbent. 
The edges. Selvage edges 
should be uniform and tightly 
woven, fringed borders thick 
and uniform in length and the 
plain area above the fringe 
tightly woven. Woven borders 
should be tightly and evenly 
woven and firmly secured on 
the under side. 
Weight. 
The size of 
the 
yarn, number of loops and 
compactness of the 
under­ 
weave determine the weight 
and thickness of the towel. 
Usually heavy, thick towels 
cost more than lightweight 
ones. This may be offset by 
longer wear. 
Color affects drying effici­ 
ency; light colors are more 
absorbent than dark because 
of the quantity and kind of 
dye used. 
Designs are either woven 
into a towel on a jacquard 
loom or printed on the sur­ 
face. A w-oven pattern appears 
on both sides and lasts for the 
lifetime of the towel; printed 
patterns appear only on one 
side and tend to become less 
distinct in time. 
The care you give your tow­ 
els plays a part in their lon­ 
gevity. Launder frequently in 
soft water with a mild or 
bleach-free 
heavy-duty 
de­ 
tergent. White towels can be 


laundered in hot water using 
bleach if needed but colored 
towels will retain their color 
longer 
if 
washed 
in 
warm 
water. 
Deep-colored 
towels 
should be laundered separate­ 
ly in warm water to avoid 
bleeding 
of 
color 
to 
other 
items. Hot water may cause 
woven borders or decorative 
trims to pucker. Towels will 
stay fluffy and soft to the 
touch if you use a fabric soft­ 
ener.

penser, a detergent compat­ 
ible softener may save time 
and effort. Remember to rinse 
towels thoroughly to remove 
all traces of detergent. 
Terry towels may be dried 
outdoors or fluff dried in an 
automatic drier. If hung out­ 
doors they should be shaken 
after they're taken down from 
the line to fluff the pile. Never 
iron towels; 
it flattens the 
loops and reduces absorbency. 
You’ll find that alt new towels 
shrink slightly in length dur­ 
ing the first few washings. 
This makes the yarns draw 
closer and interlock and in­ 
creases the towel's firmness 
and tightness. 
Rotate towels in use 
for 
longer wear. The minimum 
for each person in a house­ 
hold; tw’o towels in use, two 
in the laundry and twfo in re­ 
serve. 
Never put damp towels in a 
laundry hamper;

However, some critics won­ 
der why Ford brought him back 
from Brussels. Rumsfeld’s long 
ties with Nixon have led to 
speculation that Ford still feels 
obligated to honor m any of the 
ex P resident’s policies. 
Still unclear are how R um s­ 
feld will operate and how much

he

White House officials have

They report

Ray Stanford, director of the

light along a wavy line moving 
east to west with a sharp left 
and a sharp right turn in *the 
center.

Turmoil 
Still Plagues 
South Africa

The collapse of Portugal’s 
African 
empire 
has created 
new? problems for the Republic 
of South Africa and deepened 
its people’s sense of isolation. 
It arises from South Africa’s 
determ ined adherence to apar­ 
theid —separation of the races 
—and from the fact that, with 
the approaching independence 
of 
the 
former 
Portuguese 
provinces of Mozambique and 
Angola, the country for the first 
tim e 
finds 
itself 
eyeball-to- 
eyeball with populations dedi­ 
cated to its destruction. 
And it was this also that lent 
new dram atic value 
to

rejection by the U N. General 
Assembly of the South African 
delegation s credentials and its 
call to the Security Council to 
“review the relationship” be­ 
tween the United Nations and 
South Africa. 
Neither action can have a 
practical result. The General 
Assembly has been rejecting 
South African credentials regu­ 
larly 
since 
1970. 
Only 
the 
Security Council is authorized 
to 
reject 
or

m em ber, and the United States 
or Britain could be considered 
certain to veto any such action. 
In 
South 
Africa, 
Prim e 
M inister John V o rste r’s pro­ 
apartheid National party came 
to 
'power 
in 
1948 
and 
in 
elections last spring increased 
its hold on parliam ent. But the 
elections 
also 
showed 
an 
impressive growth of opposition 
despite increasingly repressive 
m easures which the govern­ 
ment claim s are necessary to 
m aintain national tranquility. 
Up until the April coup which 
overthrew 
Portugal's 
sternly

wúng governm ent, 
the

Republic 
had 
been protected by a wall of 
buffer states —some of its own 
creatio n —a g ain st the rising 
voices of black

But the wall is crumbling. On 
the north and east, Mozam­ 
bique

will 
be 
totally 
independent.

prem acist Rhodesia in between, 
next is the black-rule state of

Chicago (NFS) - If you’re 
seeking your physician’s advice 
because you’re having bouts 
with sleeplessness, it may in­ 
terest you to know that he’s 
likely to have more sleep prob­ 
lems than you, advises Sally 
Ames, sleep consultant to the 
Spring Air Mattress Company, 
Chicago. 
Reporting on a survey in the 
journal Medical Opinion, Miss 
Ames notes: ‘While as many as 
15 per cent of Americans may 
suffer sleep disorders of vary­ 
ing degrees, medical doctors 
seem to have a higher rate of 
sleeplessness than their pa­ 
tients.” 
Of the 892 doctors survey­ 
ed, about 25 per cent said they 
get four to six hours of sleep 
on the average; over a third

com.plained that they seem; to 
get too little sleep; and only .3 
per cent said they can routine­ 
ly get more than eight hours of 
slumber. 
AND IF YOU, as a layman, 
can’t determine how much 
sleep is sufficient for the aver­ 
age individual, neither can the 
doctors. Some doctors are 
satisfied by six to eight Fu^rs 
of sleep while others view ihis 
amount of sleep as insufficient. 
According to the survey, as 
many doctors suffer from, 
insomnia as do their patients. 
How does the physician heal 
himself? His remedies for his 
own sleeplessness are no dif­ 
ferent from those he prescribes 
for his patients. 
Close to 50 per cent of the 
doctors reported that they turn 


on television or read a book or 
medical journal. Another 20 
per cent take a sleep-inducing 
medication. 
THE REST? According to 
the study, they try everything 
from a glass of warm milk or a 
hot toddy to a. cocktail or 
“counting sheep.” Others say 
that light exercise helps. Some 
report that hot showers put 
them to sleep, even though 
most doctors tell their patients 
to take warm (never hot) 
showers or baths.

Wallace Figures It’sln The Bag 
For Another Go At Governorship

BIRMINGHAM, Ala. (UPI) 
— George Corley Wallace is so 
sure of winning the Alabama 
governorship again that he isn’t 
even campaigning. And the 
Republicans want their own 
candidate to lay low in. hopes 
he won’t arouse the slumbering 
Democio. c giant. 
Even though Wallace says he 
is not going to hold any rallies 
or make any campaign appear­ 
ance on his own behalf, GOP 
leaders already have written 
off their chances for beating 
the governor. 


What they want to do is get 
Wallace’s 
opponent, 
Elvin. 
McCary, out of the race. They 
fear their candidate’s thus-far 
vigorous campaign will force 
Wallace onto the stump and 
thus doom any GOP chances in 
other election races. 


Wallace is taking McCary’s 
challenge 
lightly. 
He 
has 
campaigned, all right, but he 
has campaigned in Louisiana, 
New 
Mexico, 
Missouri 
and 
Oklahoma—for 
other 
Demo­ 
crats. Clearly the governor has 
his eye on the 1976 presidential 
sweepstakes. 


Despite 'the fact that his own 
party wishes he would go away, 
McCary has been putting up a 
brave front. A witty, grandfa- 
therly man who sports a white 
crew «rut, McCary has been 
campaigning at county fairs 
and blasting Wallace for being 
more interested in running for 
national office than he is in the 
state of Alabama. 
He 'passes out “McCary for 
Governor” coloring books, but 
concedes privately he realizes 
he is a token candidate who 


cannot do anything to stem the 
Wallace juggernaut. 


The main reason GOP lead­ 
ers don’t want Wallace cam­ 
paigning is the close race in 
Ala ba m a ’ s 6th Congressiona 1 
District, designated by national 
Democratic leaders as one of 
the 46' key congressional races 
in the off-year elections. 
Last month, on a 
warm 
summer afternoon at a park 
barbeque, 
Republican 
John 
Buchanan and Democrat Nina 
Miglionico turned out to cam­ 
paign. But barely 50 persons 
showed up, apparently portend­ 
ing what they could expect in 
their race for the seat in 
Alabama’s urbanized 6th dis­ 
trict. 
Six 
weeks 
later, 
voters 
remain largely unexcited about' 
the race and the candidates' 
themselves are waging lacklus­ 
ter campaigns. 
Buchanan, who swept into 
office in 1964 when Sen. Barry 
Goldwater led a Republican 
resurgence in the South, is 
seeking his sixth term as the 
representative of the city of 
Birmingham 
and 
adjacent 
areas in Jefferson, County. He 
is 46 . 
Miss Miglionico, 61, a diminu­ 
tive lawyer who has been a 
Birmingham City Council mem­ 
ber for II years, is challenging 
Buchanan. Both sides agree she 
is 
providing 
his 
toughest 
opposition. 
Neither candidate has held a 
news conference during the 
campaign 
and 
neither 
has 
begun media advertising. There 
have been few public state­ 
ments or publicity releases. 
Bumpers tickers and billboard 
advertising are scarce. 


Miss Miglionico, supported 
heavily by organized labor and 
helped by the state Democratic 
machinery, will spend far more 
money than Buchanan, whose 
party in Alabama holds few 
offices and has little money. 
Miss Miglionico"s people say 
they are running a. low-key 
campaign, aimed at those voters 
wary of politicians as a result 
of Watergate. 
Democratic leaders predict 
Miss Miglionico will win a 
narrow victory, but Buchanan’s 
staffers say they are confident 
the congressman will poll 55 
per cent. 


Miss Miglionico has been 
stressing the effect of inflation 
on the middle class, implicity 
blaming the Nixon and Ford, 
administrations for it. 


Buchanan 
agrees 
inflation 
must be stopped, calling it “the 
most cruel tax of all. It hits the 
poor, the elderly and others 
who can’t afford it.” 
His supporters argue he has 
voted against some funding 
measures in an attempt to stem 
inflation. 


Buchanan is running on a 
record that includes votes in 
favor of campaign spending 
reform, strip mining regula­ 
tions, halting military aid to 
Turkey until the Cyprus dispute 
is resolved, banning importing 
chrome from Rhodesia, and 
against the proposed Consumer 
Protection Agency. 


Buchanan, a Baptist minister, 
supported Richard Nixon until 
the final days of his presidency 
and applauded President Ford’s 
pardon of Nixon, which Miss 
Miglionico opposed. 
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Halloween Costumes 
Whether t e gathering treats 
"or * a holiday " party,'* costumes 
for Halloween are traditional 
Sources for costume materials 
can be found almost anywhere. 
Consider old clothes, fabric 
scraps and old sheets or pur­ 
chase fabric for sewing. Rit 
liquid or powder dye should 
be used following package di­ 
rections to add, change, or re­ 
vive colors on washable fabrics. 
Pattern costumes around typi­ 
cal Halloween creatures such 
as a black cat, a witch, owl 
or a big: pumpkin. 
The basis for 'the pumpkin, 
costume .is white, heavy weight 
non-woven interfacing which 
was dyed orange. To make, 
stitch together two large squares 
of the fabric along the sides 
to form a tube; allow openings 
near side tops for armholes. 
Cut 1 inch slashes near but not 
going through to top and bot­ 
tom edges; slashes should be 
perpendicular to edge and about 
three inches apart. Weave rib­ 
bon or yarn through slashes to 
be gently .gathered to 'fit around 
neck and. legs. Cut and glue 
or sew on scraps of black dyed, 
fabric t e pumpkin eyes, nose 
and mouth. 
For pumpkin top hat, cut 
three leaf shapes and a rectang­ 
ular strip about 9 inches long 
and 5 inches wide out of green 
dyed fabric. Roil rectangular 


piece to form cylinder for 
stem; stuff with scraps. Sew 
side edges together on a larger 
rectangular strip of orange fab­ 
ric. Then gather one edge for 
center of hat, sewing in ends 
of each, leaf. Add. stem to cen­ 
ter and secure: stem, gathered 
hat edges and leaves together 
with a rubber band, lend and 
arrange gathers and leaves. 
Tack ribbon to each side of 
hat for tieing under chin. Fin­ 
ish costume look with green 
tights.

Another Brown Emerges 
In California Politics

SACRAMENTO, Calif (UPI) 
— Edmund G. Brown Jr., son 
of the man Ronald Reagan 
ousted 
from 
the 
California 
governorship eight years ago, is 
heavily favored to return the 
statehouse to the Democrats 
this fall. 
Watergate is the chief reason 
for the comeback of the Brown 
family and the Democrats in 
the 
nation's 
most 
populous 
state. The scandal that drove 
Richard 
Nixon 
out 
of 
the 
presidency, 
and 
then 
the 
pardon granted him by Presi­ 
dent Ford, have hobbled the 
efforts of Republican Houston 
Flournoy, the state controller, 
to retain the governorship for 
his party. 
Brown, a 36-year-old bachelor 
(nicknamed Jerry; his father 
was called Pat), has been an 
activist secretary of state. He 
was a chief backer of the 
state’s 
successful 
sweeping 
reform initiative, Proposition 9, 
in 
June and 
in the same 
election easily won the Demo­ 
cratic nomination for governor 
in a tpugh field. Now he leads 
Flournoy in the polls for the 
Nov.. 5 election. 
Flournoy, 44. is of the same 
progressive mold as Republican 
governors William G. Milliken 
of Michigan and Christopher 
Bond of Missouri. In any other 
election he might be considered 
unbeatable. But this is the year 
of Watergate. 
Californians have elected only 
two Democratic governors this 
century—Culbert Olsen in 1938 
and "P at” Brown in 1958. 
But like many Republican 
candidates, Flournoy is plagued 
by scandals in his party, the 
troubled economy, the presiden­ 
tial pardon, and general voter 
apathy. 
Additionally, Democrats out­ 
number Republicans 3-to-2 and 
some GOP leaders are alarmed 
at 
Democratic 
registration 
gains 
in 
such 
Republican 
strongholds as Orange and San 
Diego counties. However, Cali­ 
fornians are fiercely independ­ 
ent at the polls and tend to vote 
the man and not the party. 
Nixon's resignation gave a 
major 
boost 
to 
Flournoy’s 
campaign, but the letdown was 
swift when Ford granted the 
surprise pardon. 
“It brought Watergate back 
into the picutre just at a time 
when people were beginning to 
get interested in the governor’s 
race,” said one adviser. "The 
pardon diminished the Presi­ 
dent’s popularity as we were 
getting ready to announce the 
President would campaign for 
us.” 


However, the Flournoy cam ­ 
paign detects signs of what it 
foresees as the start of a 
possible 
turn-around. 
Some 
Democratic stragetists agree. 
FOr one thing, Flournoy aides 
note 
that 
Brown 
at 
first 
opposed repeal of a highly 
unpopular pension program for 
lame 
duck 
legislators—then 
reversed 
himself 
as 
public 
pressure mounted. 


"Given half a chance, if 
outside events will leave us 
along for the next several 
weeks, we’ll, be1 able to come- up 
and maybe come up dram ati­ 
cally,” 
said 
Peter 
Kaye, 
Flournoy’s 
communications 
director. 


Reagan, who defeated Brown 
senior by almost 1 million votes 
in 1968, is retiring after two 
four-year terms and is active in 
the effort to raise funds for 
Flournoy. 


A confident Brown, who did 
virtually no public campa,igning, 
until 
Labor 
Day, 
tells 
his 
audiences he represents a “new 
spirit of hope and activism.” 
He constantly seeks to link 
Flournoy with a " Nixon-Agnew- 
Reagan-Reinecke” political es­ 
tablishment. 
(Lt. 
Gov. 
Ed 
Reinecke 
was 
convicted 
of 
perjury in connection with his 
testimony about the ITT anti­ 
trust settlement, in 1972). 


Flournoy, who served for six 
years in the legislature and was 
a political science professor, 
hammers away at what he 
terms Brown’s inexperience in
